From the hospital, a "Well Done", and from Dave WDSAYE, a 
big thanks to all that helped and to those that answered the call. ‘the 
listeners were there when needed. The moral is to monitor.

So, no decsion until next 
month. Secy has got to check further.

Ron Coffman WD8MBI, proposed on behalf of a group he is working with, 
that a 450 mhz station be installed temporarily at the Brunnerdale fa~ 
cility WSAL. Except that the call "W8AL" would not be assigned for op-— 
eration, since it would not be under the control of Scott KK8D. Permis- 
sion was granted to Ron. W8EK made motion, seconded by W8LNJ. 


A motion was made to send 25.00 to the Nimishillen Grange immediately 
after Field Day, as a token of thanks for the use of their property. 
The Grange passes this along to the Friendly Hills Camp, one of their 
favorite projects. Proposed by WASADA and seconded by WBSVUN. 


Finally Ken gave his ARRL and W5YI report. In summary, several points 
included; ARRL response to the no-code proposel by "No Code~ No Way"!! 
Volunteer examiners may be asked to charge token amount to cover ad~ 
ministrative costs of examination. This is in controversy at the mo- 
ment, but the charge may still be less than travel costs to a testing 
point. What questions to be asked on FCC exams? Ken says he has a guide 
on how to propose specific questions. It is lengthy. See hiw if inter- 
ested. Ten meter FM, may be permitted, to move down to 29 mhz. Don't 
write your congressman re: "No Code". Implication is that if you men- 
tion “hordes of people, may invade ham speatrun: , those hordes may be 
votes he can use.

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IT HAPPENED NOVEMBER 3, 1946 


Thanks to Charlie KSBYC, we received a news article about one of our 
club members., The article was carried onthe International News Service 
as well as tife Associated Press and the United Press. 


Paul Hughes WSUIL, was tuning around on ten meters on this Sunday Nov- 
ember 43rd, 1946, when he received a call, "Trapped in a terrific snow 
storm 65 miles west of Albuquerque, can you get help?" Paul broke in 
and asked for more info. Dale Hauck of Battlecreek Michigan, was mo- 
biling in New Mexico when he was caught in the snow storm. He sent out 
the call from his car. He reported, "There are almost 300 cars, ina 
traffic tieup on U.S. route 66 about 65 miles west of Albuquerque. It 
is snowing heavily and very cold. Traffic is moving, but slowly. Many 
cars are running out of gas. Please call the New Mexico State Police 
and ask them to send help." 


Paul put out a call for Albuquerque, or vicinity, emergency. Within a 
few minutes Foy Rogers, an Albuquerque ham answered. Mr Rogers notified 
the state police, who had not heard of the tieup. It only took 26 min- 
utes to relay the message to the state police, even though the message 
had to travel 1400 mile to Ohio, and back to Albuquerque, another 1400 
uile, through the miracle of Amateur Radio. 


An interesting sidelight was when Mrs Keith Moburg from Canton, read 
the account in the Repository, she noted the man who radioed the call 
for aid was named Dale Hauck. That was the nawe of acousin she had not 
seen since he entered service five years ago. She called Paul, obtain- 
ed an address, and soon learned it was indeed her cousin. He had been 
going to Medical School in California, and was returning home, when he 
was caught in the snow storm. Thanks to Amateur Radio, a call fo help 
was answered and two cousins were back in touch with each other.
